Following Neely*s ree 
signation, tho Clemson Athletic Council was in session to select a succossor. 
Howard was invited in to answor a fow "policy" quostions. That done, a council 
member motioned: "I move that Frank Howard bo appointed head coache™ . 
"I second the motion," Howard said, without betting an cyo. Whercupon 
he was awarded a fivo year contracte 
Thero, charactocristically, you have the fun-packed Howard: the Howard 
who yells at practice loafers: "Boys, if you want to kill time, let's work him to 
death" and who varies it with "Somebody pour water on Smith so he can grow fester 
on that fertile land"; the Howard who sont Frank Howerd, Jre, é plug of Pop's 
favorite tobacco before the youngster was three days olde
